CHICAGO, July 30.—The gov- 
ernment is doing everything to 
drive buyers out of the markets, 
while it should work to encourage 
them, as all markets need buy- 
ers.’ said James A. Patten, widely 
known speculator, now retiréd.

ASSERTS HIS MEN ARE 
_ SELLING BEER AND 
CIGARS 


[EXCLUSIVE DISTATCH.) 
CHICAGO, July 30.—The revela- 
tion that many men in the police 


department—men of all ranks 
from captains down to policemen 
patrolling »beats—are engaged in 
the selling of beer, wines, liquors 
and cigars which they easily un- 
load on the proprietors of soft 
drink parlors under threats of ar- 
rest and subsequent revocation of 
their licenses, was made by Chief 
of Police Collins tonight. 

The Chief made his revelation In 


the form of an order to the com- 
manding officers, an order in which 
he directed the captains to make 
rigid investigations of their com- 
mands but which carried an im- 
plied warning for the captains 
themselves as well. ‘ 

“T am going to put an end to 
bootlegging in the police depart- 
ment,” he said. 

One of the Chief's staff, close to 
headquarters, told of the nature of 
the complaints which have been 
received by the Chief and investi- 
gated by his personal force. 

“The bootlegging police officers 
and policemen.” this staff member 
said, “have been cutting In on the 
regular boctleggers and beer run-., 
ners. Wherever they have found 
beer being sold they have simply 
gone in and unloaded on the pro- 
prietors, telling them they must 
}take a certain number of barrels 
of their beer each week or they 
would close them up. 

“One captain recently sent to a 
Gistrict on the northwest side is 
positively known to be interested 
in a cigar factory. This captain 
has been sending his detective 
agents around and putting in large 
orders of cigars into the saloons.

“We do not wish to make com- 
parisons with other ports to their 
disndvantage, and the only reason 
we make such comparisons is to 


The 
only way thie can be done is by 
showing how its commerce com- 
with such older and well- 

‘known ports as San Francisco and 
New York. Our commerce has 
made such a tremendous increase 
—from less than 150,000 tons a 


pro-i month at the close of the war to 


nearly 2,600,000 tons a month at 
present—that even those of us who 
are making a constant, study of 
this commerce can scarcely com- 
prehend it. | 
“To come down to figures—and 
the statement quoted above: When 
speak of sea commerce we refer

es- | to the total tons of cargo or freight 


moving in and out of the port by 
sea. Is that plain? 

“The last 
lfeommerce of the port of 
Francisco is that issued by the 
'San Francisco Board of State Har- 
bor Commissioners for the month 
of January last, which gives the 
foreign, intercoastal and 
shipped commerceas 571,152 tons 
'for the month. The coastwise 
commerce for Jan is not given 
in that report, but in ber the 
coast commerce was 843,426 
tons. Taking this figure also for 
January, we have a total sea com- 
merce for the port of San Fran 
cisco for January of 1,414,578 tons. 

“In the same month the total 
sea commerce of Los Angeles, for- 
eign, intercoastal and coastwise, 
amounted to 1,615,294 tons. 

“In the month of June the Los 
Angeles munici wharves alone 
handled 2,063,060 tons. We have 
not @xact figures yet for the pri- 
vate wharves, but these will ag- 
gregate about 400,000 tons more, so 


in June amounted to nearly 2,500,-

“This is at a rate of nearly 30,-
